"Britain's entry into the war was 
ill-timed" slated Dean H. N. Field- 
house in an address to the Inter- 
national Relations Club in the 
Union yesterday afternoon. 

Dr. Ficldhousc opened his re- 
marks by referring to * theory of 
a balance of power, which, when 
in the' proper equilibrium is like 
a stool, which requires three legs 
to maintain balance. This situation, 
it is said, does not exist where 
there are only two strong powers, 
as the United States and Bussia 
today. 

Britain's Position 

Professor Ficldhousc stated that 
Britain's entry into the war should 
have been earlier or later. He 
asserts that in going to war a 
nation should choose its own 
ground, so that it will enable that 
country to ally itself with as many 
countries as possible, hence, had 
they gone into the war in 1930 
Mussolini would have allied him- 
self with them. If they had wailed 
until later, when Germany advanc- 
ed into Russia, it would have 
placed Russia in a much more 
precarious position, and the British 
in a belter bargaining position. The 
speaker declared that arrangements 
should have been made for a Euro- 
pean coalition at the time arms 
and materials were being sent to 
Russia. 

Britain did not form a coalition, 
but went on without any explicit 
understanding with Russia and the 
United States. Britain pledged sup- 
port to Poland, a land locked 
country, which it was impossible to 
defend with Britain's limited re- 
sources. Having pledged its support. 
Britain assumed a responsibility 
which Bussia, after it finally joined, 
did so on its own terms. 
Military Line 

Dr. Ficldhousc suggested that a 
strong military line was needed to 
make Bussia realize that it could 
not wander all over Europe. He 
believed that this line must be sup- 



ported by an army and air force 
strategically placed. The speaker 
claimed that "there Is a geographic 
factor which tempts the Russians 
to overrun Europe, and that is that 
there is no room for defence in 
depth, no room for manoeuvres". 
This temptation, he said, must be 
removed. He emphasized the fact 
that the move to the west was a 
sort of rear guard action which 
could develop into a main action. 

Ficldhousc believed that if a 
country is weak as a satellite, if 
it has no strong will to be curbed, 
it will ultimately succumb. The 
illustration used was France, which 
previous to the war had become 
an instrument of British foreign 
policy, and its collapse came soon 
after the outbreak of hostilities. He 
expressed the opinion that Britain 
might be reduced to a similar status 
by the United States today. 

Dr. Ficldhousc commented on ; 
atomic warfare, stating that were | 
it used against Russia certain cities 
might readily be obliterated, but 
that the Russians would retreat 
westward into Europe, possibly to 
the countries of the opposing na- 
tion's allies, where it would be im- 
possible to use the atom bomb. 



"f Engineers, 
laughter exploded almost continu, 
ously as the merits and demerits 
of present-day "courtesy" were 
compared with those of chivalry. 
A picture of the modern male 
sweeping off his new overcoat in 
order to place it under the feet of 
some fair co-cd was greeted with 
universal derision and much loud 
laughter. However, the negative 
rallied their forces and argued that 
men are more chivalrous than ever 
before— nowadays courtesy is uni- 
versal, whereas chivalry was con- 
fined to a small section of the 
populace. 

In the words of Mr. Young: 1 For- 
merly men were only chivalrous 
towards women whom they knew 
to be free, white and 21." He also 
stated that instead of being forced 
to accept seats in the streetcar the 
emancipated woman of today is 
equally privileged with the oppo- 
site sex, she is allowed to stand 
in the aisle and have her outer 
extremities trampled upon, 
quick Retort 
The claim of the R.V.C. girls that i 
the "old-lime artificial love-mak- 
ing." which was an essential part 
of chivalry, has all but disappeared 
was met by the Engineers with: 
'They have obviously never been 
out with any of the girls of today!" 

The affirmative held that al- 
though courtesy was more general 
than in previous ages, it was not 
an outgrowth of chivalry, but 
chivalry, trimmed of all its mock 
politeness and insincerity. Rela- 
tionships between men and women 
in college and at business have be- 
come more straightforward, the 
elaborate forms of chivalry having 
disappeared.

McGill and the British Student 



(Editor's Note: This autumn the 
first post-war shipment of British 
students arrived at McGill under 
the "McGill Scheme", sponsored by 
the C.P.R. One hundred will come 
next year. The author is one of the 
three Britons who came this year, 
and comes from Birmingham, Eng- 
land.) 

I can, after reading this week's 
"Standard", smile a little ironically 
at thc London newspaper which 
states that wc British students by 
coming to McGill would help 
relieve the overcrowding of Oxford 
and Cambridge. McGill could say 
the same of its Rhodes scholars 
although in much smaller propor- 
tion. However the college has yet 
to see wc representatives of the 
"Metropolitan Dominion" at full 
strength. Next year one hundred 
freshmen, excluding agriculture 
students, will poin the ever-in- 
creasing colony of Britons at col- 
lege here. 

This year, for thc first time since 
the war, McGill sent its prospccli to 
British public schools, the nurtural 
centres for thc universities. Un- 
fortunately this notice, tendered by 
^.P.R. in London, did not reach us

until July 1 so that the applications 
received and accepted by McGill 
nmubcrcd only three of thc hundred 
places offered. 

Wc three met in thc C.P.R.'s col- 
onization office high above thc roar 
of Trafalgar Square and it was 
perhaps lucky that one of us lacked 
the natural reserve of thc English. 
He reconciled us by a stream of 
lively conversation, meaningless 
but very comforting and soon wc 
were on thc safe ground of mutual 
difficulties ovcr passports and 
currency. When we met again, on 
the "Empress of Canada" a week 
later, it was as friends rathcr than 
strained acquaintances. 

After the first two days of the 
voyage we were well enough to 
discuss the merits and demerits of 
the General Announcement though 
our efforts were considerably ham- 
pered by a Swiss cabin-male who 
kept offering us such exotic dishes 
as lumps of sugar soaked in rum 
and rather doubtful-looking cheese. 

It was on the boat also that we 
were first initiated into a Cana- 
dian atmosphere, less regional than 
cosmopolitan. People from Van- 
couver, Winnipeg, and Toronto all
